DECLARATION OF ANDREW WHYTF 

Sir: 

I, Andrew Whyte, make this declaration based on my personal knowledge 
and belief: 

1. I am the Company Secretary of DataLase Limited (hereinafter 'The Company") 
which is the rightful Assignee of the invention. 

2. By way of background, one of the inventors, i.e. Nazir Khan (hereinafter "Dr 
Khan") was employed by The Company at the time of making the invention. When 
The Company relocated, in January 2006, Dr Khan chose not to move, and left The 
Company. 

3. Following instructions from The Company to file a US patent application, Gill 
Jennings & Every LLP, the UK firm of patent attorneys acting for The Company, 
asked the inventors to sign a declaration and an assignment. These documents 
were sent to Dr Khan at his then address (and which I believe to be his current 
address), i.e. 6 Hillingdon Avenue, Nuthall, Nottingham, NG16 1RA.
